band. She will remain at the White House until she has finished 
supervision of the packing and removal of the effects of the late 
President and herself. It is believed that this will take fully three 
weeks. 

Mrs. Harding is bearing up well.

Once this 
system is established each State can cal- 
culate the security which the system 
gives it and notify the Council of the

| Which it will adopt. These reductions 
} would be carried out within a period of 
two years. 
| ‘“‘In this way States will receive guar- 
antees of security which will permit 


i them to reduce their armaments, {t be- 


| ing understood that the reduction-is on 
|} condition of their benefiting from the 
provisions of the protection.’’ 

The plan provides pledges by each 
member of the League of Nations to aid 
a nation which having accepted the sys- 
tem is a victim of aggression. The 


powers of the Council of the League in 


| case of a crisis are laid down, the most

| It Is provided that all particular ac-
